As you know, the Variety Stores Association is not content to pass resolu- 
tions against Sunday selling and let it go at that. We are determined to do* 
everything we can to encourage local community action in support of non- 
commercial observance of Sunday. 


An encouraging number of communities are doing things. Publicity may 
help others to follow suit. 


In addition to information about community action, it seems to me that we ; 
ought to explore the advisability of working with Ministers and with Church 
groups more closely. 


Jim Mack, President of the G. C. Murphy Co,, is the new President of 
the Variety Stores Association. He has taken the same kind of a forthright 
stand for the Murphy Company that you folks in the Kresge Company have 
taken. Mr. Mack has talked about the possibility of a top-flight national 
committee of retailers from various fields and Church leaders, possibly 
also some name community leaders.
